Hondo: prov. Musashi, Arakawa, near Tokyo, cultivated April, 
20, 1914, E. H. Wilson (No. 6527). 

Flowers pale pink, passing to white, double and clustered at the ends of the 
branchlets. This is a very fine plant, which possibly Bhould be referred to P. 
serrulata, var. sackalincnsis Wilson as a form. The Japanese name signifies good 
fortune and longevity. Now growing in the Arnold Arboretum. 

Prunus Lannesiana, f. hatazakura Wilson, n. comb. 

Primus donarium, subsp. spcciosa, var. nobilis, forma 5. Hatazakura Koid¬ 
zumi in Jour. Coll. Sci. Tokyo, XXXIV. art. 2, 273 (1913). 

Hondo: prov. Musashi, Arakawa, near Tokyo, cultivated, April 
20, 1914, E. H. Wilson (No. 6509). 

Flowers white, tinged with pink, semi-double. This is a very beautiful Cherry, 
with flowers suggestive of apple blossoms. The inner petals are reduced and 
rudimentary and to the Japanese suggest a flag on a staff, hence the vernacular 
name. Koidzumi describes the flowers as white, but this is true only when they 
are fully expanded. Now growing in the Arnold Arboretum. 

Prunus Lannesiana, f. horaisan Wilson, n. comb. 

Prun-us donarium, subsp. spcciosa, var. nobilis, forma 4. Horaisan Koidzumi 
in Jour. Coll. Sci. Tokyo, XXXIV. art. 2, 273 (1913). 

Koidzumi describes the flowers as semi-double and white. I brought back living 
plants, but did not see this form in flower in Japan. Now growing in the Arnold 
Arboretum. 

Prunus Lannesiana, f. hosokawa Wilson, n. forma. 

Flores simplices v. scmipleni, candidi, fragrantes. 

Hondo: prov. Musashi, Arakawa, near Tokyo, cultivated, April 
20, 1914, E. H. Wilson (No/6516). 

Flowers single or semi-double, pure white and fragrant. This is a pleasing form. 

Prunus Lannesiana, f. jonioi Wilson, n. forma. 

Flores candidi, simplices v. semipleni, fragrantissimi. 

Hondo: prov. Musashi, Arakawa, near Tokyo, cultivated, April 
20, 1914, E. H. Wilson (No. 6500). 

Flowers pure white, very fragrant, single or semi-double. This is a lovely plant, 
with flowers of remarkable whiteness. The Japanese name signifies supreme 
fragrance and it is in fact the most fragrant of all the forms. Now growing in 
the Arnold Arboretum.
